port had been filed for Bump- 
ers. It showed his general elec- 
tion expenditures at $293,676. 


Rockefeller has not revealed 


what he spent to defeat three 
little - known opponents in the 
GOP primary before the gener- 
al election campaign. The pri- 
mary expense report was filed 
with Republican party officials, 
who also have declined to make 
it public. 


Bumpers, who has promised 


attempts to 
limit campaign 


spending by law, revealed his 
own primary election reports. 
They showed that he spent a to- 
tal of $189,000 in the Aug. 25 
preferential primary and Sept.

Merger of 
Airlines 
Approved

WASHINGTON (AP) - On 


the last day of one of the worst 
financial years in U.S. airline 
history, two weak and strug- 
gling carriers have been ab- 
sorbed by stronger lines. 


Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board 


Chairman Secor D. Browne an- 
nounced Thursday the regulato- 
ry agency had approved and 
President Nixon had confirmed 
plans for Northwest Orient Air- 
lines to buy Northeast Airlines 
and for American Airlines to 
purchase Trans Caribbean Air- 
ways. 


Northeast and Trans Carib- 


bean had been in deep financial 
trouble for several months. Ne- 
gotiations between the airlines 
and preliminary CAB action on 
the proposed mergers had taken 
most of 1970. 


The two airlines will now lose 


their identity as cogs in the U.S. 
transportation industry wheel as 
the planes, company stationery 
and other trappings assume the 
colors of the dominant partner. 


Trans Caribbean and North- 


east were m-jor contributors to 
the industry's $58 million in 
aggregate losses for the first 
half of 1970. However, because a 
few airlines actually made a 
profit during the same six 
months, the industry's net loss 
for the period was $3 million. 


The 
Northwest-Northeast 


merger is the first such action 
involving two trunk airlines 
since United Airlines bought 
Capital Airli.ies in 1961. There 
have been more recent mergers 
of regional carriers.

Rabies Serum 
Results Are 
Promising

^BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — A 


'new "ahtirabies serum derived 
from the blood of humans has 
shown promising results in pro- 
viding safe temporary protec- 
tion from the disease, a re- 
search team reported today. 


Scientists of the University of 


California at Davis and Cutter 
laboratories of Berkeley said it 
supplements, rather than re- 
places, the vaccine devised 85 
years ago by Louis Pasteur as 
man's only weapon against a 
dread disease which, once con- 
tracted, has been almost univer- 
sally fatal. 


Dr. John C. Loofbourow, uni- 


versity biology professor, said 
in an interview that in year-long 
experiments involving 40 stu- 
dent volunteers "The material 
has proved very effective." 


It was developed by a Cutter 


team headed by Dr. Victor Ca- 
basso, a research microbiolo- 


The Pasteur vaccine, now 


usually given in a series of shots 
in a suspension of embryonic 
duck tissue, does not take effect 
for 10 to 14 days or more, the 
doctors explained. 


A person bitten by a rabid an- 


imal could contract the viral 
disease before the vaccine has a 
chance to work. 


An example is 6-year-old Mi- 


chael Winkler of Wiltshire, Ohio, 
bitten by a rabid bat Oct. 10. 


Even though given Pasteur 


vaccine promptly, he was diag- 
nosed as having acute rabies 
Nov. 3.

Is Paying 
Through Hose 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government estimates the aver- 
age American motorist is pay- 
ing an extra $50 to $75 through 
the hose for a more powerful 
gasoline than his car needs. 


And, in an effort to save driv- 


ers money, cut down on engine 
damage and reduce air pollu- 
tion, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission has ordered the nation's 
major gasoline stations to begin 
posting minimum octane ratings 
on their pumps in 1971. 


"The use of gasoline which is 


too high in octane rating for 
that particular automobile tends 
to create excessive emissions 
which contribute to air pollu- 
tion," the FTC said. 


On the other hand, it added, 


"use of gasoline with too low an 
octane rating for an extended 
period of time could cause se- 
vere engine damage." 


The order, issued Wednesday 


and scheduled to take 
effect 


starting June 28, is directed at 
stations operated, owned or 
leased by major refiners and 
big independent chains which 
deliver about 80 per cent of the 
55 billion gallons pumped each 
year. 


The ruling does not apply to 


the other half of the gas station 
industry—the small, independ- 
ently owned businesses. 


Nor does it apply to car man- 


ufacturers, although the FTC 
hopes they will follow suit and 
publish recommended 
octane 


ratings in owner manuals.

Prison sen- 
tences from 4 to 15 years were 
imposed on those not sentenced 
to death. 


Rogers sent a personal appeal 


to Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko asking that the 
sentences be reduced, the Wash- 
ington Post reported. 


Rabbi Herschel Schacter of 


New York, chairman of the 
American Jewish Conference on 
Soviet Jewry, said much of the 
administration's action to help 
the defendants "was confiden- 
tial and we would just as soon 
leave it that way." 


But he said Nixon "manifest- 


ed a large range of knowledge 
of the situation" and the leaders 
left their meeting "heartened by 
the President's knowledge, con- 
cern and understanding." 


The others who met with Nix- 


on and Rogers were William 
Wexler of Savannah, Ga., presi- 
dent of the B'Nai B'rith and 
chairman of the conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, and Max 
Fisher of Detroit, president of 
the 
Federation 
of 
Welfare 


Funds. 


Wexler said Rogers outlined 


in a two-hour meeting the prob- 
lems of not making the sen- 
tences a "Cold War issue." But 
he said the secretary told them: 
"I am convinced that groups 
such as yours by their protests 
can 
perhaps 
accomplish 
as 


much or more than the govern- 
ment."

If You Suspect 
Hiatal Hernia, 
Get Checkup Fast- 


py LAWRENCE E. LAMB,M.D. 


We have discussed some of 


the practical p o i n t s about 
hiatal hernia. Now is a good 
time to talk about what you 
should and should not do " 
about symptoms that may or 
may not mean hiatal hernia. 


Although dull pain or full- 


ness behind the breast bone 
can be caused by hiatal her- 
nia, 
other d i s o r d e r s can 


cause similar discomfort. If 
you have this problem and 
even if it occurs only after 
eating, you need a medical 
examination. A careful ex- 
amination of the heart is in 
order. This includes a re- 
cording of the heart's elec- 
trical activity (electrocardio- 
gram). 


Both hiatal h e r n i a and 


heart disease occur together 
in some cases. This taxes 
the doctor's skill to deter- 
mine if the symptoms are 
caused by the hernia or the 
heart or both. Disturbances 
of normal rhythmic contrac- 
tion of the esophagus, some- 
times with actual spasm, can 
cause excruciating pain in 
the chest almost indistin- 
guishable from heart pain. 


It is true that difficulty in 


swallowing may occur, par- 
ticularly in more advanced 
cases of hiatal hernia. But, 
sometimes the sensation of 
food being caught in the cen- 
ter of the chest or difficulty 
in swallowing can be caused 
by a tumor and some tumors 
are cancerous. No one can 
afford to delay having a cor- 
rect diagnosis made in this 
instance. This requires X- 
rays and in some cases look- 
ing into the esophagus with 
a special instrument. If a 
mass or diseased area is 
present, surgery may be re- 
quired. 


Occasionally, difficulty in 


swallowing is really caused 
by improper function of the 
valve between the esopha- 
gus and the stomach without 
a hernia being present. The 
valve may be 
obstructed, 


causing the esophagus to di- 
late and fill with food. Vom- 
iting undigested food may 
r e s u l t , sometimes without 
pain. A number of these 
cases require surgical cor- 
rection, dilitation of the 
valve and long-term manage- 
ment with variable success. 


What can you. safely do 


yourself then? I think if yoi> 
have simple burning at the 
lower portion of the breast 
bone, "heartburn," you can 
adjust your habits yourself. 
In other words, stop smok- 
ing, stop coffee entirely and 
don't drink alcohol, colas or 
tea. Eat a bland diet for a 
few weeks. If your symptoms 
go away, rejoice and stay 
with your program. If they 
don't, go see your doctor.

will be better off to see your 
doctor for a good examina- 
tion.
